The Fennaylvania At>oUtioaiata 

The Philadelphia Press gives a report of 
the doings at the annual meeting of the 
Pennsylvania Anti-Slavery Society, held at 
Kennet square, about thirty miles from 
Philadelphia. It seems to have been well 
attended. 

Among the speakers was Robert Purvia 
(black) who usually makes a large figure in 
these assemblies. What they had to say 
will appear in the following extracts from 
the report of the Prem ; 

" Rev. H. P. Crozier, of Long Island, said 
he was there by invitation of Mr. Johnson, 
of the Anti- Slavery Standard. Ho had never 
known the time when he was not an aboli- 
tionist. He had never known prejudice 
against color. He had lived in Peterborough, 
and he was on the most intimate terms with 
colored men. He had ealea with black 
men, and he had slept with black men, and 
this was probably the severest test of a man's 
anti-slavery failh. He had been intimate 
with the Rev. Henry Highland Garret(black 
man), and he considered that he was Gar- 
ret's debtor as the result of their intercourse. 

" Kobert Purvi.s said : I have listened with 
interest to the remarks of the gentleman 
from Long Island. I am glad to see him 
here. Tfiis is a free platform, and we wel- 
come to it speakera of every variety of opin- 
ion. But, sir, I utterly repudiate the idea 
that social intimacy with coloted men is a 
test of anti-slavery character. Sir, what has 
eating with a man, or sleeping with ii man, 
to do with the question of human tights ! 
This, sir, is a novel anti-slavery doctrine : 
and in the name of the cause I utterly, and 
in my own name, scornfully repudiate it ! 
Sir, wo ask no favors of any man or any 
class of men in this coniest. A white man 
may eat and otherwise a.ssocialo with colored 
men, without conferring thereby .nny favor. 
It is quite possible that the favor may be on 
the other side ! Sir, this is a question not 
of complexion, but ot principle. Soiial 
'ntercourse is regulated by irreversible social 
laws. Every man will find his level. Gen- 
tlemen will aspociale with gentlemen; vul- 
garity will find its natural place ; and true 
refinement will be respected without regard 
of colur ; and that, sir, is what this glorious 
anti-r^lavery enterprise is teaching the Atno- 
ricaii people.

The Accident to the Plorenola-ljetter 
from the Second Mate. 

Through the courtesy of Henry Rhodes, 
Esq., 'of the firm of Janion & Green, we 
hare been handed the letter of the second 
mate of the brigantine Florencia, giring the 
details of the sad calamitf.' It will be found 
highly interesting : 
« Pkrutian Bhio'e. Florkncia, 
'Nootka Sound, 2d. Deoe«nber 18G0. 

Sir-— I think it necessary to send you 
^he following particulars concorning the 

"'o^^MrdaVe-ning, the 12.h ult., we had 
• heavy Rale of wind from S.E,and although 
vre had the ship under reduced canrass, she 
shipped an immense quantity of water, on 
'ccount of the deck-load, and "ashed off 
the fore-scuttle hatch, on "MUnj ."f ^"".^P 
the hold almost immediately., . filled with 
WBter, and the vessel went over on her star- 
fcoard side, her masts parallel with the 
water. She remained so for about two hours 
and a-half, when the upper spars havmg 
•been earned away, she righted, a com- 
plete wreck aloft, and with only her lower 
TOusts and bowsprit remaining. When 
ithe vessel went over we lost the captain, 
TOpercaTgo. Dr. BaiUio, and the cook who 
were doubtless vrashed overboard, tsince 
that time we have been using our best en- 
deavors to bring her into port. 

On Wednesday, the 2l9t uli., we landed a 
passenger (Captain Baker, R. A.,) and a 
frenchman who was working his passage, at 
the r Indian j village of Eq"'tat, and put the 
.hip^s head off again for the night. The nex 
day the mate landed, taking with hiin four 
of the crew, on account of the scarcity of 
food and water, with the intention of sending 
us provisions and water to the ship, and then 
proceeding to Victoria to send us assistance 
to secure the safety of the ship in some 
nort We received no food or water from tiim, 
iiid'ultimately wa were driven out io sea 
Bgain, wita contiauoui gales of wind from 

We were„lying to (nff and on) until the 
WmnK'of'Saturday the 24th, when ho got 
4» westerly wind, and made all the sail we 
^ould to get towards Cope Flattery ; but on 
arriving near the place wliero we had lauded 
the mate, it fell calm, and boing^ well m^- 
►hore, we anchored. * " 
A-'ain wo received no relict from bun [the 
matol.aud oH the next morning (Sunday, 
HHe a5th)it came on luiuther gale of wiuU 
from the ri. K., and being close to u reef, wo 
vere obliged t*) slip ourc .Wa and search tor 
.a place of safety. After two hour'^ run to 
the Nurth, we fortunately «aw a good eii- 
.trance for Hhelter, and during the ktt-er part 
<,f the day we anchored well up m Nootka 
Sound, as we ascertained afterwards.
